The war in El Salvador 
can only end through nego- 
tiation between all sides" 
said lose Fuentes, guest 
speaker tor the Political 
S< ience Association on Mon- 
day 

Mr Fuentes' experience ot 

the war is very personal. He 
grew up in La Reunion, El 
Salvador and worked in a 
'. hristian base community in 
his home town 

A co-worker ot his was 
Mived by the military and 
lound two days later dead 
with no skin left on his back 
and a note pinned to his 
chest stating " Killed tor 
being a Communist" 

Mr Fuentes has lost tour 
members ot his own family 
since 1973 and both he and 
his brother are refugees in 
Canada because it the danger 
to their lives in El Salvador 

Mr Fuentes was a universi- 
ty student in E! Salvador until 
June, 1980 when the military 
attacked the university kill- 
ing many students and facul- 

Between 1°7<J and Nov- 
ember 1984, the Legal Aid 
Office of the Ar< hdiocese ot 
San Salvador verified the 
killing ot over 50,000 people. 



(1% of the country's popula- 
tion), almost all of them 
non-combatants 

"When I came to America 
people were always asking 
me, 'Are you a communist?' I 
don't even know what com- 
munism really is The poor of 
El Salvador don't know com- 
munism — mosf can't even 
read." said Feuntes 

To be labelled a commun- 
ist in El Salvador, a person 
only needs to be critical ot a 
system where one per cent ot 
the people own 60 per cent 
ot all the arable land 

An exporter of cash crops 
sue n as coffee, cotton ana 
sugar. El Salvador has the 
lowest caloric intake of any 
country in the Western Hem- 
isphere 

"People say that we im- 
ported revolution from Cuba 
This is not true Our prob- 
lems began long before the 
Cuban revolution. " said Fue- 
ntes 

In 1932, 30,000 peasants 
were killed over a period of a 
tew weeks when they organ- 
ised to demand reform in 
agriculture When La Matan- 
za (the massacre) was over, 4 
per cent of the population 
was dead. 

Asked why the opposition 



did not take part in recent 
elections, Fuentes pointed 
out that the government 
demanded that the opposit- 
ion first lay down their 
weapons but with no guaran- 
tee of their safety from death 
squads. 

When the six top leaders 
ot the opposition agreed to 
meet the government for 
talks late in 1980, they were 
seized by the Security For- 
ces, tortured and murdered. 

Asked what Canadians 
could do to help bring peace 
to El Salvador, Mr Feuntes 
reiterated that the killing will 
continue until the United 
States is persuaded to accept 
a peaceful negotiated settle- 
ment such as that proposed 
by, the Contadora Group, 
composed of Mexico, Colum- 
bia. Panama and Venezuela 

The Contadora Treaty 
(alls for an end to military 
maneouvers, a withdrawal of 
foreign troops and advisors 
trom the area, an end to 
attacks on the sovreignty of 
other nations, respect for 
human rights, the provision 
of free elections, economic 
and social development pro- 
grams and a more equitable 
distribution of wealth 

Twelve Western European 



nations have signed the pro- 
tocol to the September 1984 
Contadora peace treaty. 
There was also agreement 
among all the Central Ameri-

OTTAWA(CUP) -- The federal 
government is drawing up a 
business oriented summer 
job program for students that 
will create 20,000 fewer jobs 
and cost $61 million less than 
a similar program did last 
year, a government docu- 
ment reveals 

The document's details. 
releas d bv NDP MP Howard 
McCurdy in the House of 
Commons Ian 28, indicated 
the Tories plan to provide 
65,000 summer jobs through 
a $140 million program 
McCurdy obtained the docu- 
ment trom the Employment 
and Immigration Union. 

The Liberal government 
created nearly 86,000 sum- 
mer jobs tor students last 
vear through its $201 million 
summer Canada Works, the 
county s largest student job 
creation program. Summer 
Canada Works was virtually 
eliminated when the Tories 
announced their Nov. 8, 1984 
economic statement. 

Flora MacDonald, em- 
ployment and immigration 
minister, denied in the House 
)an. 28 that she has approved 
the document, which con- 
tained a memo saying she 
had done so She also refused 
to admit the government is 
slashing the amount of 
money and number of jobs 
allocated to students, and 
left the House without stop-

A day later, however, she 
said she had approved the 
document for "further con- 
sideration" along with other 
proposals and would be an- 
nouncing a replacement for 
Summer Canada Works soon. 

Said McCurdy, the NDP 
post-secondary education 
and youth critic: "Yesterday 
in the House the minister 
denied that she has seen and 
agreed to a program called 
(Summer Experience and 
Learning Fund) ..High level 
officials in the minister's own 
department have now con- 
firmed the legitimacy of the 
document which I said yes- 
terday she had seen. 

"Someone surely is. mis- 
leading the public Someone 
surely is not telling the 
truth, he said 

Replied MacDonald 

"When I finally had a chance 
to see the document ...I 
recognized it as a preli- 
minary document to which I 
had agreed there should be 
given further consideration 
(That) is on-going and out 
of it will come the decisions 
which govern the Canada 
student summer employment 
program." 

The Summer Experience 
and Learning Fund, as de- 
scribed in the document is a 
radical deoarture from Sum- 



mer Canada Works. Out ot 
the program's $140 million, 
$125 million is new money 
and $15 million will be 
available if needed. 

The government expects 
federal departments and 
agencies to find money from 
their constrained budgets to 
tund another 5,000 jobs and 
will challenge the private 
sector to create additional 



openings It hopes these two 
measures will add to the 
65 000 |obs slated tor stu- 
dents. 

About $108 million will 
take the form ot wage sub- 
sidies under the banner of 
Incentives tor Career Em- 

(yr-nenl The government 
plans to give priority to those 
private, municipal and non- 
profit groups which provide 



jobs linked to students' edu- 
cation and career plans 

The' government will sub 
sidize private sector groups 
tor up to 50 per cent of 
student's wages with a 
maximum of $3' an hour and 
non-profit groups for up to 
100 per cent This »art ot the 
program resembles a similar

TORONTO(CUP) -It's Miller 
time for entrepreneur 

Edmund Bovey and his fel- 
low commissioners 

After months of investi- 
gating the problems of On- 
tario's universities, commis- 
sioners Bovey, J. Fraser 
Mustard and Ronald Watts 
will likely take a break. And 
while they do. Ontario pre- 
mier-elect Frank Miller will 
begin to study the findings of 
their controversial report. 

Miller, elected leader ot 
Ontario s Progressive Conser- 
vatives jan. 26 and expected 
to be sworn as premier Feb. 
8, has yet to read the report 
or make any substantial 
statements about the pro- 
vinces education system. 

Miller had little to say 
about education during his 
campaign and at forums at 
the leadership convention in 



Toronto But at a social 
policy torum the day before 
balloting began, he did say 
he did not at,ee with the 
commission's call for a -i\ 
per cent enrolment decrease 
in universities. 

Miller spent most of his 
time emphasizing the need 
for stronger links between 
educational institutions and 
the private sector. 

Miller wants to read the 
report and study it first 
before he makes any hasty 
comment," said one of Mil- 
ler's co-chairs for the youth 
segment of his campaign and 
who was unidentified 

Miller may look at some 
forms of rationalization 
where some university pro- 
grams are duplicated and can 
be easily amalgamated with- 
out loss to students He is 
also concerned that we put 



out more graduates geared 
toward the labat; r •orce, " he 
said 

The industrv and trade 
minister has never held 'he 
universities and colleges 
portfolio, but has aroused 
controversy in other cabinet 
positions \s health minister 
m the mid-70s Miller tried 
to shut down a number c 
small town hospitals to re- 
duce spending and later, a; 
treasurer introduced taxec 
on restaurant tood and 
tampons. 

Miller will likely make 
some tough decisions on the 
report within the next few 
months. And while he pon- 
ders the possibilities, he will 
receive mixed reations trom 
the province's university 
community

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Prairie Student Councils Boycott Carling O'Keefe and Rothmans 



SASKATOON(CUP) -The stu- 
dent councils at the Univer- 
sities of Saskatchewan and 
Regina have vowed to boy- 
cott Carling O'Keefe and 
Rothmans products at coun- 
cil-sponsored events on cam- 
pus. 

The councils will sever all 
ties with the two companies, 
which are controlled by a 
South African corporation, 
lake steps to prevent the 
sale and distribution of their 
products at council-spon- 
sored events and urge stu- 
dent societies, campus clubs 
and other student groups to 
do the same 

Carling O'Keefe and Roth- 
mans hand over some of 
their profits to the Rem- 
brandt Group, one of seven 
South African corporations 
which control 80 percent of 
shares on the apartheid re- 
gime's Johannesburg ex- 
change. South Africa virtual- 
ly denies all freedoms to its 
black citizens. 

The councils will also 
make the boycott an issue at 
board of governors' meetings 
and will notify their admini- 
strations of their actions. 



Students in Regina will vote 
on the issue in a March 
referendum and students in 
Saskatchewan at a yet to be 
determined date 

At the council meetings in 
Saskatoon and, Regina, held 
Nov 29 and Jan. 15 respec- 
tively, students pointed out 
the links between the two 
companies and the South 
African government. 

"There is and can be 
shown (that) economic ties 
exist between Carling's and 
Rothman's, and South 
Africa," said Al Shypth, Sask- 
atchewan's student presi- 
dent "I would interpret that 
there is student support for 
the boycott." 

Nicole Karwacki, Saska- 
tchewan's student external 
vice-president, said large 
corporations designated as 
"key industries" are required 
by legislation to help South 
Africal defense forces stamp 
out black unrest. Carling's 
and Rothman's may by con- 
sidered "key industries" but 
Karwacki did not explicitly 
say so. She said these indus- 
tries are offered financial 
incentives to buy weapons 



and train security guards 

In Regina, the city's South 
African solidarity committee 
said Carling's and Rothmans 
support the status quo in 
South Africa, meaning non- 
whites receive smaller wages 
that whites and their labour 
is exploited for profit by large 
corporations 

Several Saskatoon student 
politicians opposed the 
move, while few in Regina 
voiced any dissent Com- 
merce representative Dane 
Wall said the council should 
not boycott Carling O'Keefe 
because it is a Canadian 
company run by Canadians 
who do not decide its inves- 
tors. 

Other councillors said 
they thought the move 
would by hypocritical con- 
sidering many of the univer- 
sity's colleges are sponsored 
by Carling's. 

Boycott tactics to be em- 
ployed by both councils 
include encouraging stu- 
dents not to buy the pro- 
ducts, urging student groups 
to refuse sponsorship or fun- 
ding from the two companies 
and eventually removing 



Carling beers from the shel- 
ves of student lounges 

Partial boycotts are al- 
ready in place at several 
Canadian universities, inclu- 
ding McCill, Queen's and the 



University of Victoria 

Students Against Apart 
heid, organized by Saskatoon 
students Mike Fisher and 
Mark Nicholson, presented 
;he idea to the two councils

Student Lobby Group Faces Big Test 



OTTAWA(CUP)- Canada's 
national student lobby group 
hopes to score a moral and 
financial victory this week at 
the University of Alberta, a 
school which now pays more 
than $80,000 to belong to the 
student movement. 

U of A students voted by a 
narrow 55 per cent margin to 
become the Canadian Fed- 
eration of Students' largest 
member in October 1983 but 
this year's student council is 
running a pull-out referen- 
dum on Feb. 7 and 8 

Losing the referendum 
would hurt the deficit-ridden 
federation's morale and fi- 
nances, according to Barb 
Donaldson, CFS chair-elelct 
and a U of A student working 
on the "Yes" committee. 

"I think it (a win) is fairly 
important for more than just 
the money," says Donaldson. 
"It would be more than a 



financial victory, it would be 
a moral victory and would 
show that big schools can 
belong to CFS." 

She says a win will create 
momentum for an upcoming 
referendum at the University 
of Victoria and will show the 
federation rebounding from 
a crushing defeat at the 
populous University of B.C. 

But Donaldson said a loss 
at the U of A would not 
cripple CFS, despite the fed- 
eration's $65,000 deficit and 
an estimated revenue loss of 
more than $80,000. 

"I don't see a win or a loss 
at the U of A as sinking or 
swimming the federation," 
says Donaldson. "Not win- 
ning the U of A doesn't mean 
the federation will be gone." 

Both the "Yes" and "No" 
committees receive $1,000 
from council and have been 



campaigning since last week 
There was no "No" commit- 
tee during the October 1983 
referendum. 

Donaldson says the pre- 
sence of a "No" committee 
this time does not mean CFS 
will lose the vote. "I'm 
happier that we have an 
upfront opposition. It's easier 
to deal with an upfront 



campaign than a rumour 

campaign." 

Donaldson says the battle 
between pro and anti-CFS 
forces is too complex to be 
viewed as a left and rjght- 
wmg clash. She sa\s that 
while left and right-wing 
views may be polarized on 
council, "I don't think that is 
so apparent to the average 



sludenl ." 

She and other CFS suppor- 
ters on council are seen as 



left-leaning by the anti-CFS 
councillors 

"■» "People would like to see 
it as a typical left/ right 
battle, but it's not," she said 

The referndum will cost 
an estimated $5,000

Works called Summer Career 
Access, to which the Liberals 
gave $31.9 million last year. 

The document says $16 
million will be allocated for

The government failed to 
consult with the Canadian 
Federation of Students, 
Canada's national student 
lobby group, when it drew up 
the document.

John's, said she is happy the 
minister has finally agreed 
to meet with the federation 
but skeptical of the Tories' 
committment to student job 
creation. She said CFS wants 
at least as many jobs to be 
created as last year, if not 
more. 

Olley predicted student 



unemployment would reach 
last year's levels, which 
peaked in July when 180,000 
students planning to return 
to school were without work. 
The rate was 14 9 per cent. 
The youth unemployment 
rate in December for those 
between the ages of 15 and 
24 hovered around 17 per 
cent. 

"It's unfortunate the mini- 
ster did not plan to meet with 
us sooner. CFS has a valuable 
input to give because wh 
know what the concerns of 
students are." 

Along with opposition 
MPs, Olley is worried that 
the Tories' delay in announc- 
ing the program will create 
problems for student trying 
to make plans to finance 
their education and com- 
munity groups wanting to 
hire students for the summer. 

Olley joined McCurdy in 
criticizing the employment 
and immigration minister for 
failing to release the pro- 



gram s details earlier, saying 
many potential employers 
will not participate in the 
program now because they 



do not have the time or the 
money to prepare an applica- 
tion

ready condemned the report, 
saying its call for a 50 per 
cent tuition increse is a 
direct attack on post-secon- 
dary accessibility. Many 
educators, including the 
Ontario Confederation of 
University Faculty Associa- 
tions, have echoed their 
protest 

University administrators, 
however, have almost un- 
animously endorsed the re- 
port and its 51 recommenda- 
tions. 

George Conneil. Univer- 
sity of Toronto administra- 
tion president, praised the 
report extensively. The com- 
mission has not been reluc- 
tant to face the important 
issue about the priorities that 
must be set between quality, 
adaptability and accessibil- 
ity," he said.

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A Constructive Dialogue at Last

The USA-USSR agreement 
to repeat negotiations for 
disarmament has been char- 
acterized as the big step for a 
broader cooperative dia- 
logue between the two super- 
powers. 

The Geneva agreement 
between Secretary of State 
George Shultz and Soviet 
external minister Andrei 
Gromyko exceeded every ex- 
pectation, Western diplo- 
mats have indicated Many 
observers expressed surprise 
that so many things were 
achieved in such a short 
time (Only 15 hours of 
negotiations). 

Before the announcement 
of the agreement was made, 
the general opinion was that 
the most the two chief 
negotiators would achieve 
was to announce another 
meeting Surprisingly the two 
sides showed a better under- 
standing for these pressing 
world issues and came up 
with an extended agenda on 
disarmament 

For the first time, the USA 
and the USSR agreed to 
discuss limitations in space 
weapons as well as conven- 
tional arm control in the 
same frame of negotiations 
Starting in March, these 
"multiple" negotiations will 
revolve around conventional 
and strategic nuclear wea- 
pons, middle-range nuclear 
rockets in Europe and mili- 
tary systems in space 

Space weaponry discus- 
sions were obviously added 
lo the future disarmament 
talks after intense pressure 
was put on the USA by the 



Kremlin because of the justi- 
fied concern of the Soviets 
regarding Reagan's defence 
plan involving space arm 
systems (Star Wars) 

The Pentagon has already 
approved a budget of about 
1.4 billion dollars for the 
exceptionally complex re- 
search needed to carry on 
"Star Wars", but the program 
is expected to absorb more 
than 26 billion dollars by the 
end of the decade 

Despite the importance of 
space weapons, a large part 
of the discussions will focus 
on anti-rocket and anti-satel- 
lite weapons 

According to the Penta- 
gon, the Soviets already have 
a sophisticated anti-rocket 
device that can be installed 
on the top of some of their 
missiles 

On the other hand, the 
Americans are experimenting 
on a new type of rocket and 
satellite destruction system 
that can be operated by the 
pilots of F-15 fighter planes 

Along with the defence 
weapons", the Intercontinen- 
tal Ballistic Missiles (ICBM) 
is an important topic to be 
discussed 

The ICBM that are vastly 
available to both sides are 
the most dangerous weapons 
in case of a nuclear war 
They possess a tremendous 
destructive power, they are 
impossible to be called back 
once they are launched, and 
the period of warning for the 
upcoming nuclear catastro- 
phe caused by them is less 



than half an hour 

In the past, the impor- 
tance to limit the production 
of ICBM and other similar 
missiles launched from sub- 
marines and war planes lead 
to the SALT I and SALT II 
agreements.. (In 1972 and 
1979 respectively) Based on 
the SALT agreements results, 
many diplomats keep being 



Another matter the Amer- 
icans and the Soviets are 
expected to discuss is mid- 
dle-range missiles (Missiles 
with less than 5.500 km 
range) As it is known, the 
talks regarding middle range 
and strategic missiles were 
dealt with on two different 
negotiation tables more than 
a year ago, until the Soviets

Pershing missiles in Western

Although the Americans 
argued that the deployment 
of such missiles counterbal- 
anced the existence of the 
Russian three-headed SS-20, 
the negotiations stopped and 
the World experienced a new 
"wave of nuclear disaster fear 

Hopetully, this time 
things will be different and 
the talks will result in some- 
thing positive and construc- 
tive, tor mother Earth's 
sake 

The agreement ot Mr 
Shultz and Mr Gromyko to 
start disarmament talks again 
is the basis of a new turn in 
American-Soviet relations 

Regardless of whether the 
future negotiations would be 
a success or not, one fact is 
sure: Something has been 
changing in the International 
horizon the past few months 
A rewarming American-Sov- 
iet relation has been observ- 
ed, something that has been 
necessary and very much 
desired tor quite some time 
The Soviets have stopped 
accusing president Reagan, 
NASA has proposed to Mos- 
cow a new common Ameri- 
can-Soviet mission in spare 
and the Russians have or- 
dered 1 million dollars worth 
of American grain 

Despite all these hopeful 
things, many people suggest 
that it would be wise not to 
expect too much from Q hultz 
and Gromyko 

But let us common people 
stav optimistic 



Katimavik Program Under Budget Knife 



Someone forgot to tell the 
Federal Progressive govern- 
ment that 1985 is the Interna- 
tional Year of Youth. 

Last week Lambda report- 
ed that the equivalent of 
80,000 student summer jobs 
were lost when the federal 
government announced a 
90% reduction in the budget 
of Summer Canda Works 
This week, the management 
of the popular volunteer 
service program Katimavik 
are reeling from the news 
that funding for their pro- 
gram has fallen under the 
Tory hatchet Only 2,000 of 
the 5,500 placemts previ- 
ously planned can be sup- 
ported under the reduced 
funding 

Despite this setback, Ka- 
timavik has launced a major 
nationwide campaign to re- 
cruit 17 to 21 year-olds for its 
unique youth volunteer ser- 
vice program. The hope is 
that the federal government 
will reconsider its move to 
reduce the program's funding 
because of the large number 
of youth who are expected 
will apply for admission to 
the program. 

In Ontario, Katimavik re- 
cruitment officers will visit 
more than 500 secondary 
schools, as well as colleges 
and universities, youth and 
community centres, and Can- 
ada Employment Centres to 
tell young people about Ka- 



timavik. 

Those accepted into the 
nine-month program will 
work as volunteers on a 
variety of community pro- 
jects that can range from 
blazing ski trails and restor- 
ing historic artifacts, to dev- 
eloping teaching programs 
for the physically or mentally 
handicapped 

Through their work, par- 
icipants learn marketable 
work and life skills, and 
acquire needed work experi- 
ence 

Participants also live and 
work in three different re- 
gions of Canada, and partici- 
pate in an educational pro- 
gram that includes instruc- 
tion in a second language 

To celebrate International 
Year of Youth, participants in 
the 1985 Katimavik program 
also will undertake three 
special projects'; The United 
Nations Tree Project will see 
the volunteers involved in 
tree planting and forestry 
maintenance programs: the 
Fitness Project will encour- 
age personal fitness develop- 
ment; and the Youth Centres 
Projects will involve Katima- 
vik youth in improving youth 
centre facilities and working 
with other young people to 
improve recreational pro- 
grams. 

Katimavik volunteers re- 
ceive a $1 daily allowance, 
and a $1,000 honorarium 
when they finish the pro- 
gram Any young person 



aged 17 to 21, who is in good 
physical and mental health, 
can apply to the program 

All participants must a- 
bide by the five rules of the 
Katimavik Code of Conduct. 
.The use or possession of 
drugs in violation of the law 
is prohibited 

.The abuse of alcohol by 
participants is prohibited, 
and they are expected to 
obey the liquor laws of the 
province in which they are 
located 

.Male and female partici- 
pants are required to sleep in 
physically separated quar- 
ters Katimavik does not 
permit sexual relations invol- 
ving participants on the pro- 
ject site or while engaging 
in. program activities 
.Participants may not hitch- 
hike under any circumstanc- 
es 

..All participants are required 
to maintain a fair share of the 
work load in program-related 
activities and group life de- 
mands.

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Film Puts Issues of Discrimination in Forefront

"Sometimes you're so ti- 
red, you just want to lie 
down," Alanis Obomsawin 
told those gathered for the 
Northern Ontario screening 
of her most recent film "In- 
cident at Restigouche" 

But, she went on to 
explain, as long as she had 
the strength, she would con- 
tinue to fight the battle for 
understanding between her 
people and the White Man 

"Incident at Restigouche" 
is the story of a raid that was 
conducted by the Quebec 
government on the Resti- 
gouche Reserve salmon fish- 
ermen in 1981 More than 
600 police officers and game 
wardens, equipped with tear 
gas, riot clubs and high 
powered automatic rifles in- 
vaded the Micmac Reserve 
just 36 hours after Quebec 
Minister for Fish and Came 
Lucien Lessard issued an 
ultimatum to the Indian peo- 



ple 

The issue was supposed to 
be that of fishing rights along 
the seasonal migratory paths 
of the Atlantic salmon 

Lessard justified the raid 
as the most resonable mea- 
sure possible at the time to 
deal with the native people 
fishing salmon at Resti- 
gouche. 

The Micmac tribe is re- 
sponsible for only 2 per cent 
of the total salmon caught 
off the East Coast annually 

Beneath the violence and 
discrimination that are illus- 
trated in the film lies the 
fundamental issue of how 
the Canadian government, at 
both levels, perceives the 
rights of Canada's native 
people. 

The violence that was 
used against the Micmacs 
was extreme and unwarrant- 
ed. There was no history of 
confrontation, and there has 
been none since

better?" she asked

It places in the forefront 
the issues of discrimination 
and focuses on how the 
individual perceives the Na- 
tive person's claim to self-de- 
termination. 



Obomsawin, as a filmma- 
ker, did not intend to ideal- 
ize her people or their strug- 
gle 

"We have our own faults, 
and we have adopted some 
of the faults of the Furopeans 
brought over " She does, 
however, want the viewer to 
examine what happened at 
Restigouche. and what is 
taking place in our society 

Education, she believes, is 
a give and take affair With 
"Incident at Restigquche" 
her committment to this 
speaks to those watching, 
causing them to measure, 



and inevitably, to think a- 
gain 

Alanis Obomsawin is an 
\benaki Indian from Odanak 
Reserve, just north of Mon- 
treal She is recognized a- 
round the world for her 
music, and is a recipient of 
the Order of Canada Cur- 
rently visiting Metis com- 
munities across western Can- 
ada, Ms Obomsawin took 
time out to speak at the 
premiere screening of "Inci- 
dent at Restigouche".
